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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 03/31/2008 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

1. Applicant's arguments (page 7, paragraph 3) are that no evidence has been supplied. In response to the applicant's arguments, the 
examiner disagrees as the examiner has provided the explicit teachings of Fanning. Further the examiner disagrees with the premise that 
all knowledge must be written in order to exist and to be considered part of the state of the art. Lastly, the examiner has provided reasons 
why one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, would have made the modifications to Voort and the applicant has 
not addressed these reasons, therefore the applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the final rejection is maintained as the 
preponderance of the evidence supports the final rejection. 

2. Applicant's arguments (page 7, paragraph 4) are that Fanning does not teach that the additional circuits are separate from the precooling 
circuits such that said additional circuits do not exchange heat with the precooling circuit. In response to the applicant's arguments, the 
examiner disagrees as Fanning need not describe the claim limitations in the same words as the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention 
must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would 
have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In the instant case, the 
additional circuits are taught (portion of cascade cycles) and no integration of the precooling and additional circuits is taught, therefore the 
disclosure fully meets the negative claim limitation of no heat exchange between the precooling and additional circuits. Such evidence 
considered in context of the state of the art and the teachings of Voort is not overcome by the applicant's arguments and therefore the 
rejection is maintained. 
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
